Melbourne, March 25.—The auxiliary 
ship Aurora, of the Shackleton Ant- 
arctic expedition, has been damaged 
and is proceeding to New Zealand for 
repairs, according to a wireless dis- 
patch from the vessel received by the 
navy department here yesterday. 

Several members of the Aurora's 
party were left behind at the Ross 
sea base of the expedition. 

It is evident from the Aurora’s wire- 
less dispatch that the fate of Lieu- 
tenant Sir Ernest Shackleton and the 
rest of the party which is attempting 
to cross the Antarctic region is yet 
unknown. Probably nothing will be 
heard from them until next Novem- 
ber, when the ice breaks. 

The wireless dispatch says the Au- 
rora was released from the ice in Ross 
sea on March 14, in latitude 64-30 
south and longitude 161 east. The 
Aurora reported it had sent wireless 
messages for a relief ship during the 
winter, but its calls had not been an- 
swered. This is believed to have been 
due to the abandonment by the Aus- 
tralian government of “Macquarie 
island as a wireless station.

London, March 24.— With 386 pas- 
sengers, probably some of them Amer- 
icans, and a crew of about fifty on 
board, the cross-channel steamer Sus- 
sex, plying between Folkestone, Eng- 
land, and Dieppe, France, is in distress 
in the English channel off Dieppe. Un- 
official reports say that the vessel was 
torpedoed. At last reports rescue boats 
were standing by. 

Account of the Mishap. 

The Brighton railroad tonight issued 
the following account of the accident 
to the Sussex: 7 

“The Sussex, sailing under 8 French 
flag in the Folkestone-Dieppe service, f 
met with a mishap somewhere ort 
Dieppe today. There were 38d passen 
gers aboard and a ¢rew of about 50 
but it is impossible at present to give 
further particulars, nor is the passen- 
ser Ust available. At 8:30 o'clock this 
evening the vessel was still afloat in 
charge of a tug. It is assumed, there- 
fore, that all the passengers were 
saved.” 

Vessels Hurried to Rescue. 

The Sussex left Folkestone at 1:20 
o'clock ‘today flying the French flag 
and met with mishap somewhere oft 
Dieppe at 7 o'clock tonight. When 
the alarm was sent out, a number of 
vessels in the vicinity hurried to her 
assistance, while others rushed under 
full steam from Dieppe harbor. 

The Sussex is owned by the French 
State railroads, but is managed by the. 
Brighton railroad. Before the war she 
was employed in the night service be- 
tween New Haven and Dieppe, but after 
the outbreak of hostilities, her run was 
changed from Folkestone to Dieppe.

New York, March 24-—Dr. Arthur 
Warren Walte confessed today, accord- 
ing to District Attorney Swann, that 
he bought the poison believed by the 
authorities to have caused the death of 
his father-in-law, John B. Peck, of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., but he asserted 
that he made the purchase at the re- 
quest of the millionaire, who wished to 
commit suicide. : 

Another sensational development late 
in the day was the statement made to 
Mr. Swann by Raymond Schindler, a 
private detective, that Dr, Waite had 
asked him to attempt to bribe Walte's 
negro maid, Dora Hillier, to corroborate 
eit whe um say in court that she 
heard Mr. Peck ask me to buy the ar- 
senic,” Schindler told the district at - 
torney, Waite said, “and that she saw 
me give him the package unopened, I 
will give her a check for $1,000.” 

Dr. Waite, according to the detec- 
tive, thereupon signed what purported 
to be a check for $1,000 to the order of 
the girl, written by Schindler on a 
sheet from his note book. This “check” 
now is in the possession of Mr. Swann. 
Schindler said Waite did not know he 


was a detective, 
Waite in Prison Ward. 

Dr. Waite was taken to the prison 
ward at Bellevue hospital tonight. Mr. 
Swann said he wanted the dentist kept 
under the closest possible surveillance 
because Waite had expressed regret 
that the drugs took Wednesday had 
not killed him that he wished to 
die. 

When first questioned by Mr. Swann 
on Tuesday, Waite is said to have 
laughed heartily and declared: “Why, 
this is rich! I never purchased arsen- 
ic in my life and have never had any.” 

In making’ his statement to the dis- 
trict attorney today Waite was self-pos- 
sessed and spoke with evident delibera- 
tion. But when he was questioned 
about the alleged misuse of $40,000 en- 
trusted to him for investment by Miss 
Catherine Peck, sister of John E. Peck 
and in regard to a woman he had pre- 
viously admitted having lived with, he 
apparently became indignant, saying: 

“That has nothing to do with the sub- 
ject in hand.” N 

“Yes,” he said, according to Mr. 
Swann, “I bought the arsenic, but I 
know you won't believe what I am go- 
ing to tell you, so I'll probably go to 
the electric chair. Mr. Peck was an old 
man and he was very despondent over 
the death of his wife. One day he asked 
me to buy some poison for him. I 
don’t remember whether he said he 
wanted arsenic or not.

as an inducement to secure the location 
of the university in that city. 

As Atlanta had undertaken no pub- 
lic subscription for funds, though she 
was, of course, a contender, it was ab- 
solutely necessary for some organized 
body to meet the emergency, and the 
chamber of commerce, by formal action 
of its directors, sent a delegation be- 
fore the commission and pledged At- 
lanta to raise $500,000. The chamber 
of commerce appreciated the tremend- 
ous valve of the university to Atlanta, 
and reposed complete faith in the At- 
lanta spirit to rally when the call 
should be made. 

That was in 1914. On account of the 
European War and the consequent de- 
moralization of business, it was deemed 
wise to postpone the launehing of the 
campaign until a return to normal con- 
ditions.

It was after Waite was con- 
fronted with written records of some 
of his purchases that he made his al- 
leged confession. 

“How much was Peck worth, do you 
know?’ the district attorney asked 
him. 

“Yes, I know,” Dr. Waite replied. “A 
million dollars.” 

Mrs. Waite had no knowledge of her 
husband purchasing poison, Mr. Swann 
said the dentist told him. 

My regret is that this will wound 
my wife very deeply,” the dentist add- 
ed. “Nobody knows anything about 
the subject except myself, and I can’t 
prove what I say.” 

Dr. Waite told the district attorney 
he had never taken drugs in his life 
until last Wednesday, when he said 
he took them to make him sleep. 

Mr. Swann has been reliably informed, 
he said, that last Monday night Dr. 
/Waite telephoned to Miss Peck and 
asked her what she thought a man 
should do who had been “cornered.”

under which Japan restricts immigra- 
tion to the United States. 

The desire of the state department 
that there be no new provisions as to 
Asiatics had been strongly urged by 
opponents of the measure. Represen- 
tative Burnett announced today that 
Secretary Lansing had said the clause 
as drawn was not objectionable. Later 
it was said at the state department 
that the language as amended had 
been agreed to and it was learned also 
that the Japanese embassy, while op- 
opposed to any such legislation, prob- 
ablv would’ not attempt to protest. 

The clause, occurring in the enumer- 
ation of persons excluded, says: ‘Hindus 
and persons who cannot become eligi- 
ble, under existing law, to become 
citizens of the United States by nat- 
uralization unless otherwise provided

UNIFORM CLEARING PLAN 
FOR THE UNITED STATES 


Reserve Board Aims at System 
for Cashing Checks at Par 
Everywhere. 


Washington, March 24.—Governors 
of the twelve federal reserve banks | 
will meet here April 12, it was an- 
nounced today, to discuss with the 
reserve board a proposal to adopt a 
standard clearing house system for 
the entire United States. The aim is 
to develop a system under which 
checks may be cashed at par in any 
part of the country. 

Another innovation proposed is abo- 
lition, so far as members of the re- 
serve system are concerned, of the 
custom of collection charges for cash- 
ing checks on out-of-town banks. The 
custom has existed for more than a 
hundred years and attempts to abolish 
it have been stoutly opposed. 

The federal reserve board is doubt- 
ful of its authority to abolish the 
practice and has called on the attor- 
ney general to interpret certain 
clauses of the law bearing on this 
point. 

In considering the adoption of a 
standard clearing house system the 
382 and the board will sift a 
alf-dozen or more proposals and will 
investigate systems in operation in 
several reserve districts.

Howard Poked His Fun 
At Army Bill Provision, 
Not at Wise Amendment 


Washington, March 25— (Special.) — 
Representative Howard’s facetious ref - 
erence in the house on Wednesday td 
“ancient and honorable” military organ- 
izations which are more social than 
military, was not directed against on 
amendment of his colleague, Repre, . 
sentative Wise, but in support of it. 

Mr. Howard was making fun of the 
provision in the ill, while advocating 
the amendment offered by Mr. Wise. 

Section 29 of the army bill provided 
that a corps of any branch of the serv- 
ice, infantry, cavalry, or artillery, 
which had continuously existed since 
1792, might, under the new federalized 
militia law, “be allowed to retain their 
ancient privileges,” while conforming to 
all the requirements imposed upon other 
militia companies “in time of war.” 

The Wise amendment proposed to 
strike out the words “in time of war“ 
| ana insert “when in the service of the 
United States.“ This led Mr. Howard to 
remark that at all other times they 
might enjoy their scented baths and 
valets and cocktails, and decorative ti- 
tles ad lib, but when called into the 
service of their country must conform 
to regular military requirements. That 
was all the Wise amendment sought to 
accomplish. . 

Replying to Mr. Howard, Representa- 
tive J. Hampton Moore, of Pennsylva- 
nia, paid a tribute to the City troop of 
Philadelphia, which was organized in 
1774 and of which Samuel J. Randall, 
once speaker of the house, held during 
the civil war the title of “cornet.” 

The Wise amendment was defeated 
and these ancient military companies 
will retain their venerable traditions 
and titles.

There is a bare possibility, according to 
talk that is going the rounds of the press, 
that Secretary of State. Lansing may be 
président’ of ‘the United States by opération 
of fundamental law for the twenty-four 
hours between ‘March 3 and March 5, 1917.

Because March 4, next year, falls on 
* Henry M. Rose, assistant sec- 
retary of the United States senate, 
figures out that no matter who may be 
chosen the next president, Robert Lan- 
sing, if then secretary of state, will be 
president of the United States pro tem- 
pore for about 24 hours, if precedents 
are followed. The presidential term and 
the session of congress will terminate 
on Sunday, March 4, 1917. The inaugu- 
ration. of the new president, according 
to custom, will take place Monday, March 
5. Under a provision of law enacted 
in January, 1886, in case there is no 
president in office, the secretary, of state 
‘is first designated to act until the office 
is again legally filled. Under this pro- 
vision, from noon of Sunday, March 4 
next until the president-elect has taken 
the oath of office the day following—us- 
ually between noon and 1 o’clock—Secre- 
tary Lansing will be “acting president of 
the United States.” Never before has any 


secretary of state thus temporarily held 
the chief office of the nation. 


The possibility is at least interesting. Of 
course the succession of Secretary Lansing 
to the presidency for one day could amount 
to little or nothing either from national or 
party standpoint. 

It would, nevertheless, be a new and 
heretofore unknown incident in American 
history, and would necessarily rank Mr. 
Lansing among Unjted States executives 
just as effectively as did the untimely death 
of President Garfield bring President Arthur 
to the white house, though for a much lon- 
ger period. 

March 4 is said to have been selected as 
presidential inauguration day, because from

BIG INCREASE MADE IN 
SALE OF FERTILIZER TAGS 

Commissioner of Agriculture J. D. Price, 
Friday, upon returning from Augusta, Ga. 
where he witnessed what he termed the 
most distressing sight he has ever witnessed, 
gave out figures for 1916 to date on the sale 
of fertilizer tags, as compared with figures 
for the years 1915 and 1914. 

A considerable increase over last year is 
noted in the figures, although 1916 is far 
behind the sale of fertilizer tag 1914. 

For 1916 to date fertilizer . tags have 
been sold by the department of agriculture 
for 528,878 tons of fertilizers and 46,577 tons 
of cotton seed meal. For the corresponding 
period of last year tags were sold for 458. 
482 tons of fertilizer; and 53,165 tons of cot- 
ton seed meal. In 1914. for the correspond- 
ing period tags were sold by the department 
for 951,331 tons of fertilizers, and 55,711 
tons of cotton seed meal.

RETAIL MERCHANTS OF ATLANTA _ 
HEAR ADDRESS BY IVAN E. ALLEN 


“About half the blanks and forms of the 
ordinary business system are merely con- 
fetti whereby those who are a lap behind can 
follow the trail of the live ones,” declared 
Ivan E. Allen, in an addréss before the At- 
lanta Retail Merchants’ association, at the 
association’s regular monthly dinner given 
in the Piedmont hotel last night. 

Mr. Allen started out by declaring that 
the three most misused words in the English 
language of business today are system, ef- 
ficiency and standardization. 

“System is not red tape,” he said, “red tape 
could not be efficient, the result could not be 
Standardized. Therefore, I would reverse the 
three words and say ‘standardization is ef- 
ficiency and efficiency is system.’ 

A business system is just a means to 
an end,” he said. “There is danger in mak- 
ing the means more important than the end. 
Lots of people who set out to keep tabs on 
the road by sprinkling it with confetti soon 
— themselves keeping tabs on the con- 
etti. * 

Business cannot be run without system, 


but that is no reason we should make an idol 


of ruled sheets and card indexes. A verti- 
cal file is not an incubator for the hatch- 
ing of genius. The best system is the one 
that gets the desired results, with the few- 
est operations, 

“Co-operation between capital and labor,” 
Mr. Allen declared, “should take its place 
alongside of chemistry, science, physics and 
other factors in industry.” |

Joining City in the Erection 
Of University High School 


Editor Constitution: Your issue of the 
20th inst. contained an editorial under the 
caption, “How Do You Stand,” In which can- 
didates for councilman, alderman and coun- 
ty commissioners are asked to express their 
views upon the proposal for the city and 
county to jointly build and maintain a uni- 
versity high school, not sometime in the 
hazy future, but at once. 

Inasmuch as I am a candidate before the 
people of Fulton county for the position of 
county commissioner in the primary to be 
held April 28, 1916, I feel that your editorial 
demands an expression of my views and 
position in regard to the matters referred 
to in your editorial. 

In the event of my nominafion, I shall 
persistently and aggressively advocate cer- 
tain policies that seem to me to be to the 
highest and best interest of the people of 
this county. 

I shall insist upon a policy of road build- 
ing and highway improvement that will give 
to the city of Atlanta and county of Fulton 
the best system of streets and highways of 
any county or community in the state sof 
Georgia. y 

I shall endeavor to maintain that high 
degree of business effictency established by 
the present board of county commissioners, 
with a view to lowering the present tax 
rate of the county and reducing to the ut- 
most the burden of taxation. 

The county having paid for the construc- 
tion and furnishing of our splendid million- 
dollar courthouse, there is no reason, in my 
judgment, why the county tax rate cannot 
be substantially reduced without impairing 
the efficiency of any of the departments. 

I fully recognize the desirability and, in 
fact the necessity of a university high 
school, the advantages of which shall be ex- 
tended alike to pupils from the city of At- 
lanta and the country districts of the county. 
This school should be centrally located as 
near as possible and upon spacious grounds, 
with modern buildings erected to accommo- 
date the present demands that will be made 
upon it, and easily susceptible of enlarge- 
ment to meet future demands incident to 
the growth of population. This school

The needs of such 
a school are imperative, and its great advan- 
tages are incalculable and undeniable. 

The county of Fulton is the wealthiest 
county in the state; the combined resources 
of the city and county make the financing of 
the proposition easy of accomplishment, and 
the county and municipal authorities should 
utilize their combined resources in such way 
as the charter of the city of Atlanta and the 
laws of the state of Georgia will allow, ana 
without further delay create a funa with 
which to build, equip and operate a modern, 
up-to-date university high school that will 
be a credit to the community, as well as a 
blessing to future generations. 

I congratulate and commend The Consti- 
tution for its activities in aiding in the ef- 
fo to establish such an institution as the 
university high school, and along the plans 
and of the scope proposed. 

If my fellow citizens see proper to place 
me on the county board, it will be my pur- 
pose and pleasure to aid to the extent of my 
ability in pushing to early completion a uni- 
versity high school at once, creditable to 
the community and commensurate with pres- 
ent and future requirements.

WILLARD IS FAVORITE, 
BUT MORAN CONFIDENT 


Gate Receipts-Nearly $150,- 
000—Many Prominent Men 
and Women High im Socie- 
ty Will Occupy Some of 
the Boxes. | 


New York, March 24.—Surrounded by 
the most representative assemblage 
that ever witnessed a yeaa encoun- 
ter in this country, Jess Willard and 
Frank Moran will-meet here tomorrow 
night in a ten-round encounter of ex- 
traordinary possibilities. While the 
heavyweight n of the 
world, now held by illard, is virtual- 
ly at stake, this feature of the contest 
is forced into the background to some 
extent by the large amount of money 
involved in the purse and gate receipts 
and the types of spectators who will 
attend. 

Moran Contingent Confident. 


According to the predictions of the 
Moran contingent, there is more than 
an even chance that the heavyweight 
title will change hands before the 
tenth round is completed, but the pro- 
moters of the bout have not billed it as 
a battle for the championship, and Wil- 
lard simply smiles when the possibility 
of his losing the title is mentioned 
within his hearing. Under the New 
York state boxing law no decision can 
be rendered by Referee Charley White, 
and the only way that Moran could win 
the title would be by Knocking out his 
opponent; winning on a foul commit- 
ted by Willard, or to have the contest 
stopped by the referee because the 
champion was unable to continue for 
any reason, 

in many quarters the probability of 
any one of these contingencies arising 
is considered to be remote, but among 
the admirers of Moran it is accepted 
as a foregone conclusion that the 
Pittsburg heavyweight will put the 
conqueror of Johnson down for the full 
count. 

While confidence fairly radiates the 
Moran camp and among his close fol- 
lowers, it has had little effect upon 
the wagering. Willard was quoted as 
a 3 to 1 favorite immediately after the 
signing of the fight articles, but these 
odds have shortened to some extent 
during the past week. 

There are no official quotations or 
odds on the outcome of the bout, and 
nothing that resembles wagering by 
professional bettors. 

Undoubtedly hundreds of private 
wagers have been made at various 
odds, but as these are not in record, 
it is difficult to fix on anything like 
official quotations. In the bets made 
on Willard to win a consensus verdict 
among the experts at the ringside, the 
champion at present rules a favorite 
at about 2 to 1. Wagering is 3 to 1 
that Willard will not knock out Moran, 
pac? to 1 that Moran cannot stop Wil- 
ard. 


Gate Receipts Nearly 6180, 000. 


angles of the bout sinks into insignifi- 
cance when compared with the many 
other financial features of the contest. 
With gate receipts of close to $150,000 
assured and a purse of $71,250, in addi- 
tion to $10,000 of moving picture money 
to be divided between the pugilists and 
promoters, wagers of five and ten dol- 
lars look like copper cents scattered in 
a treasury reserve vault. So far as 
Willard is concerned, the bout from the 
very beginning has been a financial 
project in which the risking of his title 
was only a mere incident to be dis- 
missed without serious consideration. 

Tex Rickard, the pfomoter of the 
bout, was forced to raise his bid several 
times before he secured Willard’s sig- 
nature at $47,500. 

Moran was originally signed to box 
for Rickard at $15,000. The latter vol- 
untarily raised Moran’s share every 
time the Willard price was boosted a 
notch, with the result that Moran’s 
share of the purse is just half of what 
Willard receives. Moran has repeatedly 
stated that he expected. to make his: 
big money after he had won from Wil- 
lard, while the latter, with everything 
to lose and nothing to gain in the ring, 


for any risks that he took in meeting 
Moran inside the squared circle. 

~ This great initial cost and the large 
incidental expenses have brought the 
total up to e 8 000, or about 
$10,000 a round if the fight goes the 
full distance. Confronted with these 
figures, Rickard realized that he would 
have to charge high prices, yet the sale 
of some 11,000 tickets at figures rang- 
ing from $25 down to $3 did not prove 
difficult. Fully twice as many could 
have been sold and speculators were 
today receiving double the face value 
of such tickets as they had obtained.

Washington, March 24.—What are

today’s cabinet meeting, and resulted 
in the preparation of a formal state- 
ment on the subject by Secretary Lan- 
sing, which probably will be made pub- 
lic tomorrow. 

Administration officials believe that 
a definite effort.is being made to bring 
about a war between the United States 
and Mexico. 

Attempts te Force Intervention. 

One cabinet member expressed the 
opinion following today’s meeting that 
the attempts to force intervention were 
backed by interests owning property 
in northern Mexico. Well defined steps 
were being taken, he said, to stir up 
public opinion in Mexico and the 
United States to the point where a 
general clash between the two nations 
would be inevitable. 

Several warnings against spreading 
alarmist reports have already been 
issued by administration officials, and 
it was said tonight that President Wil- 
son, deeply resentful over the situa- 
tion, was determined that it be brought 
to an end. 

Legal steps to stop the spreading of 
false news are understood to be un- 
der consideration, but officials have 
not decided yet what can be done. 
One step suggested was the use of a 
law against the publication of reports 
calculated to incite to “arson and riot,” 

It was also undersjood that the. ad- 
ministration had under consideration 
tightening the censorship on Mexican 
news, and warning army officers along 
the border against giving out reports 
unless they have been fully verified. 

Sinister Influences at Work. 

The most persistent rumor has been 
that regarding the Herrera revolt. 
which was transmitted by General Bell 


to General Funstön, and the source 
of which has not been disclosed. 

“I believe a large part of these sto- 
ries originate in the minds of inter- 
ested persons who desire intervention,” 
Secretary Lansing said. He added that 
they could have no other purpose than 
to inflame the minds of the Mexican 
people. 

Senator Stone, chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, made the 
same charge while endeavoring to 
check debate in the senate on the Mex- 
ican situation. 

“An effort is being made by numer- 
ous sinister influences in Mexico, and 

am sorry to say, outside of Mexico,” 
Senator Stone said, “to excite the peo- 
ple of that unfortunate country and im- 
press them with the idea that the Unit- 
ed States is contemplating aggression 
against the whole people. There are 
influences at work and we know it, 
in this country and in Mexico some 
times co-operating and at other times 
not, to arouse a public opinion and cre- 
ate a condition in Mexico that will 
embarrass this government in carrying 
out its purposes and precipitate a sit- 
uation, the end of which we know not.”

Apprehension 
aroused by reports that the Carranza 
garrison at Chihuahua City had joined 
the bandits had subsided. While con-

The report that General Herrera and 
his garrison in Chihuahua had revolted 
was positively denied by American Con- 
sul Letcher at Chihuahua City.

The 1915 report of the park commis- 
Bion, which has charge of all parks 
and public grounds in the city, includ- 
ing control of the playgrounds, has 
Just been issued by the department. The 
statement shows the condition of the 
commission as very good. 

The valuation of resources of the 
commission, taking in land under the 
control of or owned by the city, bulld- 
ings on this property,. equipment of 
all kinds, and personal property, shows 
a total of $2,190,917.92. This total 
is given as follows: Value of land, 
$1,866,225; buildings, $182,630; equip- 
ment, $10,306.25; personal property, 
$141,856.67. The largest land valua- 
tions are given at Piedmont park, 
shown as $836,000, and Grant park, giv- 
en as $600,000. 

Beautify Scheol Lets. 

Eanibodied in the report is a recom- 
‘mendation from the chairman of the 
commission, George P. Freeman, ask- 
ing that a more liberal appropriation 
be given to the park department for 
the purpose of beautifying the school 
lots of the city; that the playgrounds 
of the city be given a more liberal ap- 
propriation during this year and that 
the development of Maddox, Moseley 
and other outlying parks be continued. 
It is stated that unless the appropria- 
tion to the zoo for the purchase of new 
ahimals be increased over that of last 
year, namely, $600, the zoo will have 
only a few raccoons left at the end of 
the year. 

The report of Ben Lee Crew, presi- 
dent of the commission, shows that 
though the appropriation for the past 
year has not been as great as for 1914, 
the management of the parks has been 
able to make a very satisfactory show- 
ing and the parks have shown a steady 
growth and development. A’ system 
of boulevards for the purpose of link- 
ing together the several parks which 
embrace those portions of the city 
where the battle of Atlanta was fought 
is recommended and it is suggested 
that the government may be induced 
to make an appropriation for this pur- 


It is urged that the remainder of 
the tract known as Moseley park be 
bought. In the matter of improve- 
ment to the school lots of the city the 
president of the commission has to say 
in part: “The majority of the school 
lots are an eyesore to the city. In the 
main they are barren clay banks. The 
expert knowledge of the department 
should be turned to these lots with 
a view to making them a part of the 
park system. And turning them back 
to the school department after being 
beautified.“

The race which has contributed sO | 


much to the upbuilding of America is 
in danger of ‘serious depletion; for 
while thousands of sturdy Irishmen are 
dying in battle, there is a rising death 
rate among the infants of the Irish 
cities and at the same time a decreas- 
ing birth rate. 

The Marchioness of Aberdeen and 
Temair, wife of the former governor 
general of Canada and recently vice- 
roy of, Ireland, calls the attention of 
the pebple here to the pressing and 
immediate necessity for child welfare 
work in Ireland if the Irish race is 
to be preserved in its pristine health 
and vigor, Lady Aberdeen founded and 
is president of the Women’s National 
Health association of Ireland, an or- 

anization supported entirely by volun- 
ary contributions, whose funds were 
seriously curtailed by the war. 

In discussing the matter Lady Aber 
deen said there is a “criminal and 
needless waste of precious little lives 
going on, to a greater or.lesser de- 
gree, everywhere.” 

‘Much of this waste could be prevent- 
ed by. simple measures, and, through 

roper care of mothers and babies, by 
nstruction to mothers, through visiting 
nurses and in other Ways, the associa- 
tion had been savi many lives. Then 
came the war, and the association sud- 
denly faced the danger of annihilation 
for lack of funds. 

Lady Aberdeen says: 

“We want to * on a campaign 
in Ireland which will bring out vivid- 
ly the needlessness of the waste of 
infant life. The first sys atic edu- 
cational health work in Ireland was 
beggin nine years ago when the Wom- 
en's National Health association was 
organized, adopting methods which al- 
ready had been highly successful in 
America. Since its inception this as- 
sociation, Breer to the war, attained 
many beneficial results, im reducing in- 
fant mortality, in preventing tubercu- 
losis, in securing care for thé sick poor, 
in maintaining visiting nurses, in im- 
proving housing conditions in crowded 
cities, in transforming derelict spaces 
into playgrounds and gardens. 

“Lord Aberdeen and I are looking 
to America to help save the worthy 
cause of child welfare work in Ireland 
from destruction. We came here, first- 
ly, because of the well known gener- 
ous attitude of the American public 
taward any humanitarian effort:

“Am I my brother’s keeper?” is the 
age-old ery of those who would evade 
responsibility. It is a weak argument, 
for each one of. us is his brother's 
keeper when it comes to giving every 
child a chance to become a useful mem- 
ber of society. The state is respon- 
sible for seeing to it that each fu- 
ture citizen has at least a, common 
school education. Lach man and wom- 
an in the state is likewise ponsi- 
ble, and the responsibility of each is in 
proportion to the advantages which he 
has enjoyed.

Besides her 
duties at the station, the superin- 
tendent visits the homes of the children 
and teaches the mothers the best meth- 
ods for the care of their babies. 
carefully investigates the needs of the 
‘poor families, and solicits aid through 
the daily papers. Prompt response is 
given to every appeal. 

On Self Sacrifice day, groups of ba- 
bies in care of ladies, were stationed 
on the streets, to appeal to the public 
for some sacrifice to help this worthy 
cause.

DEMOCRATIC FOLLY. 


: This country is in danger of losing the 
N opportunity for establishing the imperative- 
needed dyestuff industry through demo- 
_ €fatic folly. Because the democratic party 
has traditionally stood for a “tariff for reve- 
nue only,” as opposed to the republican 
theory of protection of industries, infant“ 
fy. OF otherwise, democratic leaders are NOW oc- 
5 cupying the position of flat refusal to pro- 
vide protection for the dyestuff industry, be- 
Cause it is purely a protective proposition 
and not a revenue measure. 


The American Chemical society, a thor- 


| Oughly non-partisan organization, has pro- 


_ posed a tariff on dyestuffs which, it states, 
as is the minimum under which the industry 
5 ‘can be successfully established in the 
United States. It goes much further than 
that and says if this tariff is established for 
a certain period, say for five years, until the 


industry can get upon its feet, it may then 
doe repealed altogether;: or, it proposes that 


in the event of the creation of a non-partisan 
tariff board at any time, even should it be 
next year, the matter may be turned over to 
such board to regulate the rates, or, if cir- 
cumstances warrant it, to eliminate them 
altogether. 

Nothing could be fairer than this, and 
Vet, according to information that comes 
from Washington, democratic leaders in con- 
gress are refusing absolutely to consider the 
proposal of the American Chemical society 


because they are tied to the post of “tariff 


kor revenue only,” and refuse to cut the rope 
even to build an industry which does not 
now exist in this country, and which, if 
5 established, would relieve us from one of 
the worst forms of foreign commercial domi- 
nation. 
Dy next January this country will have 
been completely exhausted of its stock of 
foreign dyestuffs. We are making some of 
the cheaper colors, but in the aggregate only 
about 25 per cent of the dyes we need.

it is said gives promise of ultimately fore- 
ing a great reduction in the price of gaso- 
line to consumers. At the same time Mr. 
Ford himself is experimenting with another 
process to obtain more gasoline, or its 
equivalent, from kerosene, and to this end 
he has already had constructed a number 
of delicate special machines which are be- 
ing used in working out the problem. No 
definite announcement of it has yet. been 
made, because of the fact that the process 
is the property of another, but indications 
are that at almost any time some interest- 
ing information regarding cheaper prices 
for gasoline may be expected directly from 
Mr. Ford. 

It begins to look as if consumers of 
gasoline must, if they are to have any re- 
lief at all, rest their hope in such service 
as this which Mr. Ford is endeavoring to 
render. There are several investigations 
‘now on foot through various federal agen- 
cies, but the more investigating done the 
higher has gone the price. 

If Mr. Ford succeeds in his latest effort, 
and he will be backed by nation-wide. hope, 
he will at least have brought peace of mind 
to hundreds of thousands of consumers of 
a necessary product whose price is rapidly 
approaching the prohibitive. 


THE WAR LESSON. 


If there is one thing the European war 
has taught us it is the importance of living 
at home. From time immemorial effort has 
been made to impress this doctrine upon the 
individual farmer, upon the small commu- 
nity, upon the state. It is even a more im- 
portant doctrine for the consideration of the 
nation, for that involves all the others. 

There are certain essentials in the life 
of every nation. One of these is fertilizer; 
it means food. Another is powder; it 
means protection against an enemy. There 
are other things not so essential, but, never- 
theless, important, such as dyestuffs. 

The European war has developed the fact 
that, so far as living at home is concerned, 
we are lacking in fertilizers, lacking in 
powder and lacking in dyestuffs. The op- 
portunity is presented to supply all these 
needs, but we are doing little or nothing 
toward it. 

In the first place, we are dependent on 
Chile for every pound of powder we make 
or use. Our only present source is Chilean 
saltpetre or nitrate of soda. We are like- 
wise dependent on Chile for our nitrogen 
fertilizer, with the exception of that which 
is present in cotton seed meal; and, at last, 
much of this comes from the nitrate we get 
from Chile. 

Again considering fertilizer, we are abso- 
lutely dependent on Germany for our pot- 
ash; there is no known source from which 
we can get it as cheaply. We are equally 
dependent on Germany today for our dye- 
stuffs and certain important drugs which 
are derived from coal tar. 

The only fertilizer element we have at 
all is phosphate rock. The phosphorous is 
ours; we must go to other countries for our 
nitrogen and potash. We are already be- 
ginning to see what the absence of potash 
means; where would we be if the nitrogen 
were also suddenly taken away as the result 
of war or something else? We are in the 
same position in the matter of dyestuffs as 
we are with regard to potash. What are we 
going to do about it? 

Germany didn’t ask any questions; she 
went ahead and provided what she needed. 
Her needs included powder and fertilizers, 
and she made both from the nitrogen of the 
air. Germany’s needs included cotton or 
something like it for making explosives. She 
couldn’t get cotton and she developed a cel- 
lulose that is said to make even a better 
guncotton than cotton itself. Her food 
shortage that would have been imperative 
without fertilizers was relieved when she 
solved the nitrogen problem. 

That is why Germany was successful in 
the directions in which she needed success. 
If this country is going to be ultimately suc- 
cessful we must learn to live at home. 
Before we can do it we must have our inde 
pendent supply of fertilizers, which mean 
food; we must have our independent supply 
of powder and explosives; we must have 
our independent supply of other products 
which enter into the problems of our most 
important industries. 

Live at home; that is the thing. And 
the nearer we come to doing. it, the safer and 
the more prosperous we shall always be. 


SUGAR AND DYES. 


Right on the heels of re-enacting and ex- 
tending the tariff of one cent a pound on 
sugar, the democratic majority in congress 
occupies the somewhat inconsistent position 
of refusing to provide a tariff which will 
make this country independept of Germany 
in the matter of dyestuffs. 

There is no reasonable criticism of the 
democratic majority for its extending the 
sugar tariff. It was done primarily as a 
revenue measure. In the present financial 
circumstances of the federal government it 
perhaps had to be done. F 
apparent course. 

It is also true that the primary object of 
a tariff on, dyestuffs would be protection 
rather than revenue. The purpose of such 
‘a tariff is to build in this country a needed 
industry which does not now exist. To do 
that it is necessary to guarantee American 
investors in dyestuff plants necessary pro- 
tection ‘against ruinous German competition 
for a period of something like four or five 
years, or until they shall have passed the 


jevery by-product is utilized and all waste 
is eliminated, as has been done in the per- 
fected German plants.

and dyes, but rather from the fact that the 
proposed tariff on dyestuffs would hardly 
affect the consumer at all, while he pays an 
appreciable tax on every pound of sugar he 
uses. It is said it costs somewhere from one 
to two cents to dye a dozen pairs of socks. 
The amount of dyestuff used in an entire 
suit of clothes, costing $25 at retail, would 
be less than three cents. The cost of dyes 
entering into other fabrics and materials is 
in similar proportion. The added cost is so 
small that it can scarcely be said to reach 


it did, he would many times prefer to pay it 
than to do without it. It is preposterous, 
however, to suppose that three cents would 
be added to the cost of a $25 suit of clothes 
on account of a tariff made at most for a few 
years until the American dyestuff industry 
could establish itself beyond the possibility 
fof destruction by ruinous German competi- 
tion following the war. 

The democratic majority owes it to the 
country to enact some definite and substan- 


and yet it balks at this, one of the foremost 
opportunities before it. 

Does it propose to leave to the republi- 
cans this interesting opportunity and the 
credit that must go with it? 


ARMOR PLATE. 


Threat of the armor plate plants—there are 
three of them in the United States—to in- 
crease the prite of plates for battleships and 
cruisers by $200 a ton at once, in the event 
congress should decide to establish a gov- 
ernment-owned plant for this purpose, is un- 
doubtedly one of the most audacious warn- 
ings private interests have ever given a 
great national customer to whose control 
they are more or less subject. 

And yet there are great American news- 
papers which, apparently, seek to uphold 
them in it. Witness, for instance, this from 
The Philadelphia Record: 


It is to be hoped that the senate vote 
of 55 to 10 to take up Senator Tilman’s 
bill for a . armor plant does 
not forecast the vote on the passage of 
the bill. If the 8 shall go into 
this business the three concerns now 
equtpped for the making of armor would 
exercise ordinary business sense if they 
should dismantle their armor mills and 
put the property to other uses. The 
country would have one armor mill in- 
stead of three, congress would limit the 
working hours to eight, oresix, or four, 
and would vote all the wages the men 
demanded. The saving in the cost of 
armor is not very great on paper, and 
in fact it would disappear, and would 
probably be replaced by an increase. 


Nobody in his right and reasonable mind 
would advocate the confiscation of private 
property for any purpose short of that of the 
public defense. But when armor plate 
barons who have been fattening their bulky 
bank accounts upon government contracts 
boldly. assert that they will still further 
build their millions upon the basis of ex- 
tortion made possible by national necessity, 
while the government is erecting its plant 
to find relief from past exorbitant prices, it 
is high time to take some definite action 
that will bring these unpatriotic money- 
grabbers emphatically to terms. 

The open threat of the armor plate 
plants is that if the government puts up a 
plant of its own they will charge it $200 
more per ton for all the armor used until 
the government plant is in operation, and 
then dismantle and shut down their plants 
which will have been paid for by the in- 
creased price. For daring, on the part of 
monopoly, such a threat was never equalled. 

In the face of such almost treasonable 
attitude as this the federal government 
would undoubtedly be justified in condemn- 
ing the existing armor plate plants to gov- 
ernment use, paying for them, of course, 
their arbitrated value. Why not do this to 
begin with, if the government has got to 
pay for them anyway in the increased cost 
of needed armor plate before the govern- 
ment plant is ready for business? 

We are gradually getting away from the 
idea that the government is a goose for 
legitimate plucking; and the quicker we 
eradicate it altogether the better it is going 
to be for the people. Why not begin it right 
here with the armor plate industry? 

There is evidently good ground for it 
when the armor plate trust has been deliv- 
ering armor to Japan for $100 per ton less 
than is charged the United States in their 
own nearby navy yards. The people of the 
United States certainly should not continue 
to stand for this sort of robbery: It is the 
duty of congress to relieve them from it.

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UNIVERSITY HIGH SCHOOL IDEA 


APPROVED BY JUDGE HATHCOCK 


Editor Constitution: I have deen reading 
with considerable interest the campaign you 
are conducting relative to improvement in 
our school facilities. Your advocacy: of a 
university high school, built and operated by 
the county and the city authorities, and re- 
cent articles in your paper by Mr. Raymond 
E. White, James T. Williams, Professor L. M. 
Landrum and Professor Srittain, state su- 
perintendent of schools, have been very 
helpful. The matters referred to in these 
communications should be thoroughly 
studied by our citizens. 

I desire to express my hearty approval of 
the university high school idea under jeint 
control of the city and county. There is no 
obstacle in the way of this plan that cannot 
be overcome by careful study and intelligent 
co-operation, and a more substantial ana 
satisfactory work can be done by this 
method. 8 

Our citizens who de not live within the 
¢ity Umits of Atlanta are vitally interested 
in the city’s life, and any matter which af- 
fects Atlanta concerns the whole of Fulton 
county; the needs of each are identical and 
the cost of two separate plants and faculties 
greatly increase the operating expenses. 

The school should be located near enough 
to the center of the city of Atlanta to be in 
easy walking distance of the termini of all 
the car lines to the city, where a large tract 
could be secured at a relatively small price. 


Should Be Co-Educational. 


The school should be co-educational], and 
the buildings so planned that the plant ‘would 
be in use almost continuously not only by 
the students in their regular classes, but for 
meetings of other civic bodies, such as citi- 
zens’ meetings, parent-teacher associations, 
mothers’ clubs, choruses and musical socie- 
ties, gymnastic and athletic clubs, home- 
making classes, and other work which not 
only trains the student body, but reaches out 
into every part of the community and vital- 
ly influences the lives of all of our people. 

In preparing for the erection of the 
dullding and the various purposes for which 
it may be used, and the subjects in which 
instruction may be given, there should be 
careful planning, thorough investigation and 
a definite aim, and the courses should be so 
arranged to supply every need of this com- 
munity. 

Many lines of industry are sending out 
of our city to obtain specially trained men 
and women when our native boys and girls 
could fill the positions better if they had the 
special training required. In planning the 
building and selecting the courses, attention 
should be given to the investigations made 
by educational associations, such as the Rus- 
sell Sage foundation, bureau of education at 
Washington, and all other organizations 
which have made a study of the needs in the 
various fields; and the work Should be so 
arranged as to fully co-operate with and 
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obtain aid from our national government, 
using the expert knowledge gathered from 
the many investigations of these organized 
agencies. 

National Aid to Vocational Education. 

There is now pending before congress a 
bill to provide national aid to vocational 
education, and our representatives in con- 
gress should be encouraged to pass this or 
some similar bill which grants to the schools 
undertaking vocational training a certain 
amount of federal aid on condition that the 
schools attain a specified standard of effi- 
ciency. 

Our government has already appropriated 
$15,000 to make investigations relative to 
this work and would co-operate with us in 
furthering the success of a university school. 

My experience with the eriminal classes | 
of our city convinces me that a large propor- 
tion of crime is traceable to the fact that a 
large percentage of our population is unable 
to perform any particular task skillfully, : 
and for this reason is generally unemployed. 
It is from this class we reap our unusual 
harvest of crime and disregard for law and 
order. 

Let us have a great university “high 
school to which all our people can look with 
pride, thoroughly equipped and manned to 
train our boys and girls along all lines of 
useful endeavor, and let us encourage every 
movement to give our people laws requiring 
indifferent parents to educate their children 
to become useful citizens. 

Candidates Should Speak. 

There is a race now on for county com- 
missioner. Let us hear from the candidates 
on this question. The authorities do not 
hesitate to spend large sums of. oney on 
other things; why not devote something to 
this the most vital of all our interests: 

Our schools are good and have done much 
for the advancement of our city, but by this 
plan we could accomplish something really 
worth while, and in connection with the uni- 
versity already being established, complete 
the chain of schools which would make this 
section the educational center of the south- 
eastern states.

Editor Constitution: Please allow me to 
add my protest, along with that of Mr. Clay- 
ton, as to the continued recklesaness in driv-.

Q. What im the difference Between men 
vinegar, wine vinegar, cider vinegar and 
spirit vinegar? All of these vinegars are 
on sale in the grocery store where I pur- 


been able to get a satisfactory answer to 
my questions concerning the difference bo- 
tween them. MRS. C. T. COOPER, 

A. Cider vinegar is made from the ex- 
pressed juice of apples. This juice first un- 
dergoes an alcoholic fermentation and aft- 
erwards another fermentation known as 
acetous. Some of the flavor of the apple 
persists in the finished product, and it is 
because of this flavor that genuine cider 
vinegar is highly prized. 

Wine vinegar is made in the same way 
from the juice of grapes. 

Malt vinegar is made in the same way 
from an infusion of barley malt or any 
other cereal, such as wheat, grits, farina, 
potato starch, or rice screenings, which have 
been acted upon by malt. It costs less to 
make malt vinegar than cider vinegar or 
wine vinegar. It lacks the fine flavor of 
the others. 

Spirit vinegar is the cheapeat and poor- 
est of all vinegars. Yet it is, as a rule, 
the only vinegar employed in the making of 
table sauces, pickles, chow-chow, etc. 

It is produced through the acetous fer; 
mentation of dilute. distilled alcohol. When 
sold to the public it is usually colored with 
caramel to conceal its inferiority, although 
when food manufacturers buy it it comes in 
its natural water-white state. In fact, it 
looks exactly like water, and is valuable 
only on account of its content of acetic acid, 
which is used as a preservative by many food 
manufacturers who are ashamed to employ 
benzoate of soda in their products. 

Real cider vinegar is the aristocrat of 
the vinegar family. Spirit vinegar is the 
black sheep of the bunch. 


Q. Why do apples and raisins ferment in 
the intestines? How is this fermentation 
overcome? JOHN O'DONNELL. 

A. All foods ferment in the intestines. 
Apples and raisins are no exceptions to the 
rule. Digestion is carried on through the 
medium of coagulation and lquefying fer- 
ments. Fibrine, thrombin, rennet, pectine, 
are examples of coagulating ferments, which 
act upon meat juices, milk, fruit juices, etc., 
to convert them into curdlike or coagulated 
forms to be stored until the liquefying fer- 
ments, such as casease, cytase, etc, have 
an opportunity to decoagulate this nutri- 
ment matter and thus reduce it to the solu- 
ble forms in which it can be circulated. 

Large pieces of apples, unmasticated rais- 
ins, chunks of meat and cheese and other 
gulped foods of every kind will undergo 
the same putrefactive changes which are 
commonly described as fer mentation. This 
does not mean that such foods are ferment- 
ing in the intestines. It means that they 
are rotting in the intestines. 

The only way to overcome such a condl- 
tion is to tone up the entire digestive system 
by exercising in the fresh air and proper 
bathing. We ought not to blame apples 
and raisins for such trouble when our own 
habits are responsible. 
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Q. Will 1,000 calories of pure gluten form 
as much uric acid as 1,000 calories of meat? 
If not, why? JOHN O’DONNELL 

A. I don’t know whether 1,000 calories of 
pure gluten will produce as much uric acid 
as 1,000 calories of meat. I am not inter- 
ested in such ultra-scientific questions, The 
sooner we forget about calories, proteins and 

carbohydrates, the more common sense we 
‘are likely to develop with respect to foods. 

People who consume large quantities of 
pure gluten are just as foolish as people 
who consume large quantities of meat. On 
an exclusive diet of either dogs will starve 
to death. Pure gluten is not found in nature, 
and it has been conclusively established that 
even carnivorous animals cannot live on a 
diet of meat alone. 

It is well known that the end products 
of nitrogenous foods, whether meat or 
gluten, consist of urea, uric acid and am- 
moniacal salts. In an intelligently selected 
mixed diet, containing whole meal bread- 
stuffs, fresh vegetables and fruits, the alka- 
line earthy salts necessary to the normal 
elimination of these substances are found. 

People who eat refined foods from which 
these alkaline bases are removed for com- 
mercial purposes seem to think they derive 
these necessary neutralizing substances from 
some mysterious source, such as sunlight, 
moonlight or ozone. They do nothing of 
the kind. My advice is forget about calories 
and substitutes instead the “parace “natural 
foods.” 


Q. Is there any advantage in eating fruits 
or cereals raw in order to consume un- 
changed the germ and vitamines? 

JOHN O'DONNELL. 

A. If you like raw peaches eat them. If 
you like stewed prunes eat them. Most 
people eat celery, sliced tomatoes, lettuce, 
raspberries, strawberries, pineapples and ba- 
nanas raw. They prefer to cook potatoes, 
beans and lobster. Some people show a 
preference for cannibal sandwiches and raw 
oysters. A very few eat raw pigs’ livers 
or raw lobster. They eat sabbage raw in 
the form of slaw and cooked in the form of 
kraut. The best guide in these mattérs of 
taste Is one’s natural preference. 

There 1 no difference at all detween 
eating raw ‘oysters and raw snails or earth 
worms except in the case of the former 
one has to remove the shell and in the case 
of the latter there is no shell to remove. 
The vitamines survive all ordinary methods 
of cooking. We need not worry about them, 
provided our food is not juggled or denatured 
or reren 

Q. why are some apples conducive to 
so-called rheumatics? 

JOHN O'DONNELL, 

A. Neither I nor anybody else in the 
world can tell you why some apples are con- 
ducive to so-called rheumatics for the im- 
ple reason that they are not. 

Q. Is rheumatism the same as acidosis? 

JOHN ODONNELL 

A, Rheumatism is not the same as acidosis 
for the reason that the tree is not the 
same as its fruit. Rheumatism is one of 
the fruits of acidosis. It can also be the 
fruit of venereal diseases. 


Q. Will tea made by stewing bran contain 
all the mineral matter originally in the 
bran?

A. Tea made by stewing bran will con- 
tain some of the mineral matter of the ean 
part of which is soluble in water and part 
of which is not. The solubles will be found 
in the tea.

wT IS estimated that over 30 per 
ent of the blindness of the world 

has been brought about by infec- 
tion of the eyes at birth. Few of us 
can realize the real meaning of this 
statement, for tne cases of blindness 
which we see are merely the icolated 
ones that we meet here and there. 
But if we would take the time to visit 
one of a great number of institutions 
where the blind are cared for and edu- 
cated. we could realize in a way the 
extent of this awful affliction. 

This cbndition, as most other in- 
fant troubles, is preventable. 

Since the cause has been determined 
the occurrence of infant blindness has 
been somewhat lessened. By teaching 
the fathers and mothers the real cause 
and, seriousness of this disease it 
should be entirely eliminated. 

Most people think, in cases of blind 
children, that they were born blind. 
In reality in a great number of these 
cases the children were born with 
normal eyes and eyesight, but became 


infected at birth, and for want of 


proper care the sight was destroyed. 
The great cause of this condition 


is infection of the covering of the 
eye with the germ of gonorrhea. This 
germ may be present in the birth 
canal without producing any marked 
symptoms in the mother. When the 
baby is born these germs become im- 
planted on the covering of the eye. 
In a short time it produces a very 
violent inflammation ‘which if not 
checked immediately is very apt to 
destroy the sight. 

The first sign of trouble with the 
eye is shown by a swelling of the up- 
per lid. This may be in one or both 
eyes. The swelling is soon followed 
by the formation of a yellow puru- 
lent discharge. 

The eye is kept closed and the ap- 
per and lower lids may become glued 
together with this thick yellow dis- 
charge. If the lids can be raised 
up, the inside is seen to be very red, 
infamed and swollen. The light seems 
to cause the child distress, so that 
he will not allow the eyes to remain 
open. 

It is the custom among all enlight- 
ened physicians and in the better 
hospitals to use positive methods of 
prevention, the idea being to kill this 
germ before it has a chance to grow. 

Immediately after birth the eyes 
of all babies are bathed with a boric 
acid solution of the strength of one 
level teaspoonful of borie acid dis- 
solved in one pint of boiled water, and 
then two drops of a 1 per cent solu- 
tion of silver nitrate dropped into each 
eyesack. 

The silver nitrate solution is very 
irritating, causing a slight inflamma- 
tion itself. Its action is controlled by 
following it with a weak salt solution, 
the strength being about one tea- 
spoonful to a pint of water. This 
treatment should not be given all 
babies. 

The cause Of this disease is so prev- 
alent that all cases of infection are 
not preduced at birth. This same in- 
fection may be contracted from in- 
fected towels, instruments, clothing 
or other articles. This is the reason 
for the much-needed community ac- 
tion in regard to puble drinking 
places, public towels, etc.

You 
can give him a little prune or orange 
juice once or twice a day. Your 
baby’s trouble is all the result of im- 
proper food,

Was Charles XII., of Sweden, a Woman?

ISTORIANS have tried to prove 
that Queen Elizabeth was a 
man. To explain the fate of 

the lost Dauphin attempts have been 
made to discover the identity of the 

Man in the Iron Mask. Now, it is 
the sex of Charles XII., one of the 
foremost warriors and generals in 
history, that is called in question. 

Ernest Aurell, a former instructor 
in the University of Stockholm, who 
is now living in New York city, has 


sidered, as the coffin had heen her- 
metically sealed. 
features were regarded by the com- 
mission as those of the young con- 
queror, and there were other evi 
dences that the body was that of the 
remarkable person known to history 
as Charles XII. 

While none of the histories of the 
lite of Charles XII. even questions 
that he was of the male sex, Aurell 
points out that all historians agree 


made an exhaustive study of the life on certain facts which at least tend 


of the famous monarch, and has 
gathered together data which he be- 
lieves sufficient to prove that Charles 
XIL was a woman. 

Mr. Aurell began this research 
work several years ago, when a com- 
mission appointed by the Swedish 
government opened the graves of 
Charles XII. and Gustavus Adolphus. 
There hag been a controversy as to 
the manner in which Charles met his 

th, some declaring that he was 
assassinated, others that he was 
killed by a random shot. More than 
200 books and pamphlets have been 


published on the subject, and twice, 


once shortly after his death, and 
again in 1859, the Swedish govern- 
ment ordered a formal inquest to de- 
termine the-manner of his death. A 
few years ago, when his body was 
exhumed for the third time, and a 
careful examination made, it was dis- 
covered, according to Aurell, that the 
body in the coffin was that of a 
woman.

In many ways Charles XII. was 
one of the most noted figures of all 
times. As a general he has had but 
few equals. 
his best historian, “he experienced 
whatever. is most brilliant in pros- 
perity and all that is poignant in ad- 
versity without having been ener- 
vated by the one or having wavered 


though but for one moment with the 


other.“ 

Charles XII. was born in 1692. His 
father, Charles XI., had long been 
anxious to have a son to succeed 
him. Aurell argues that if the child 
was a girl, the father and the court 
might have announced that a son 
had been born. It is known that his 
own father was Charles’s chief in- 
structor, and that everything was 
done to make the young prince 
hardy. He spent hours in gymnastic 
exercises and hunting. and thus de 
veloped the iron constitution which 
stood him in such good stead in his 


In addition, the 


According to Voltaire, 


to have him marry, but the young 
King not only refused to take a wife, 
but never formed any attachment 
with a woman. According to Voltaire, 
who wrote hig history from accounts 
narrated to him by Charles’s prime 
minister, “the young King was of me- 
dium stature, with a noble air. He 
had a fine forehead, large blue eyes, 
full of sweetness, a handsome nose 
and withal a face that a beautiful 
woman might envy.” Other historians 
agree with this description, all of 
them saying that while his figure was 
masculine, it resembled that of a 
woman more than a man, and that 
his hair was very thick and beautiful. 

Another important fact that every 
historian of the monarch touches ‘on 
is that hair did not grow on his face, 
and that throughout his entire life 
he never used a razor. This is con- 


sidered by Aurell to be most con- 


vincing evidence. 


Mr. Aurell says it is in Charles's 


private life, especially after his de- 
feat at Poltava, that circumstantial 
evidence is overwhelmingly in favor 
of fis being of the gentler sex. 


He fled to Turkey in 1709, after the 


Turkish government and taken to 
Demotila. He ‘was imprisoned ten 

nths, during which time he 
f ed sickness and remained in 
bed. He eventually made his escape 
disguised as a woman. He travelled 
through Austria, Bavaria, the Pala- 
tinate, Westphalia and Mecklenburg 
in that disguise, and reached Stral- 
sund in his own dominions in safety. 
He had scores of adventures during 
that stirring flight. When he was 
killed at Frederikshall in 1718 one of 
the officers put his hat and wig on 
the King’s head, and carried his body 
through the midst of their troops, 
who saw the dead King pass them 
without ever dreaming that it was he.

WHEN THE EXECUTIVE 
WAS ABSOLUTE. 


HE north had a taste of the con- 
sequences of war not unlike that 
of the south. Mr. Lincoln him- 

self could not curb the wilful mastery 
of his secretary of war. The rights of 
individuals gave way before the orders 
of an executive department; the su- 
premacy of the war party and the pow- 
er of the army were the law of the na- 


But there was a limit. The courts 
were open; the law was not silenced; 
men lived their ordinary lives and were 
unmolested so long as they kept their 
hands from affairs which toucned the 
government. 

Trade and peaceful employment were 
not throttled by a cordon of fleets and 
armies drawn about the land. 

Opinion moved openly and was out- 
spoken, and every man could draw for 
himself the limits even of a govern- 
ment grown despotic to save the union. 

But in the south war was, for the 
time being, the occupation and absorb- 
ing interest of a whole people. No 
man could draw wholly apart and live 
his own life. 

It was necessary, moreover, that the 
action of the war should be ordered, not 
ex- 
ecutive authority, central, e un- 
questionable. It was no time to stand 
on the punctilios of law. 

There was no certain means, indeed, 
of determining what the law was. The 
supreme court provided for by the con- 
stitution of the confederacy had not 
been organized. War had come too 
soon, 

“Litigation was postponed to the nec- 
essary first task of making the gov- 
er sure of a chance to live at 
al 

The houses could exercise no real 
restraint upon the executive, because 
they did not put themselves into a po- 
sition to understand or control it. Mere 
hereditary jealousy of executive influ- 
ence made them unwilling to act upon 
the provision of their constitution 
which authorized them to bring the 
heads of the executive departments into 
their sittings to answer questions and 
take part in debate. 

here was, therefore, no intimacy of 
common counsel between congress and 
the executive; and the executive, stand- 
ing in the midst of affairs, standing 
where action was imperative, power 
necessary, debate perilous, stood at the 
center of all initiative. 

Congress had no choice but to uphold 
its hands, and back it with the meas- 
ures which the time, not statesmen's 
preferences, made necessary. 

Bitter debates from time to time 
marked its action, Sharp oriticisms 
which cut to the quick of motive and 
policy rang in its halls. Many a bat- 
tle of will against will disturbed. the 
relations of the president and the 
‘houses, 

But more and more did the drift of 
war sweep all counsel into its current. 
Year by year the houses were emptied 
of their abler members, as the conti- 
nental congress had been in the old 
days of the revolution. They were 
more needed for service in the field 
than for debate at Richmond. 

It grew less and less possible, more- 
over, to discuss the exigent matters of 
the war with open doors, through which 
voices of eensure and doubt, of discord 
and protest, might get abroad, to the 
demoralization of opinion and the 
heartening of foes. From the first, 
when subjects of defense were under 
disoussion, the sessions of the congress 
had been secret. More and more did 
every question geem to become a ques- 
tion of defense, until at last secret Ses 
sions became the rule, open sittings the 
exception. 

It was in part the prudence ‘of de- 
fense, not against enemies in the field, 
but against opinion within the confed- 
eracy itself, that led the houses to 
close their doors so often. 

Opinion moved very uneasily under 
‘the masterful action of the government. 
Men were silenced rather than con. 
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fo low a frank expression 
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ome 
without a passport from the govern- 
ment. 

There was little to wonder at if men 
chafed hotly under restraints which 
kept the hand of government, it seem- 
ed, upon every individual’s thoughts 
and affairs. 

It had never been so before in the 
history of America. It almost passed 
belief that it should be so now in the

THE FINANCIAL 
TRESS. 


HE financial measures of the con- 
federate government showed the 
straits to which it was put to 

support the struggle, and the extraor- 


|dinary lengths to which the exigencies 


of the war were stretching its powers, 
quite as clearly as its wholesale drafts 
of men and its arbitrary arrests in re- 
buke of dissent. 

In its need for money the govern- 
ment had resorted to every expedient 
known to finance, even the most dras- 
tic and desperate. 

Money it knew from the first to be 
searce. The banking capital of the 
south was but one-seventh that of the’ 
north; the accumulation of specie and 
of stacks of goods out of all proportion 
smaller, and more restricted i geo- 
graphical distribution.

Thirty thousand anen died in the con- 
federate prisons; as many more in the 
prisons of the north; the members al- 
most exactly balance—in the south, 30,- 
156, out of 196,000 who were prisoners; 
in the north, 30,152, out of 227,0 

But the causés were different. In the 
northern prisons the bitter chill of 
winter claimed as many lives as the 
rigors and privations of prison dis- 
‘cipline. 

In the south there were not prison 
there were not guards, there was no 
food enough. Men could not be spared 
from the field to guard the prisons, and 
many thousands were crowded together 
under a handful of men. Proper sani- 
tary prenautiene were in the circum- 
stances impossible. e armies them- 
selves lacked food and went without 
every comfort, and the prisoners gould 
fare no better—inevitab y fared worse, 
because they were penned within a nar- 
row space and lacked the free air of 
the camp. 

A subtle demonstration touched the 
government of the confederacy itself 
as the war went its desperate course, 
and those who kept the prisons felt 

t demoralization with the rest.

HE end of the civil war came with 
every sign of sheer exhaustion 
and despair. | 

Many a southern man had gone into 
that terrible contest against his better 
judgment, not wishing to see the union 
broken, but sieldi to his neighbor's 
views and the cha lange of the sum- 
mons to arms.

The end had manifestly 
come.

Congress was 
at liberty, should it cheose, to exclude 
all southern members until it should 
itself be satisfied with the process by 
Which the states they claimed to rep- 
resent en re-established upon 
their old footing, and the temper of 
the congressional leaders had grown 
more and more radical as the fortunes 
of war had turned their doubt into 
hope, the hope into triumphant con- 
fidence. 

At first they had been puzzled how 
to read the law of the constitution in 
so unprecedented a matter; but each 
victory in arms had seemed to them 
to make it less necessary that they 
should read it with subtiety. Success 
seemed to clear the bea for other con- 
siderations, of plainer dictate than the 
law of the constitution.

N. and A. Frances Bangs. He was graduated 
from Columbia in 1883” with a Ph.

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The execution of the project will not only relieve Holland of one of its worst 
menaces, but will give the nation a stretch of arable land totaling one-fourteenth of 
all the soil now available. It covers a region almost as large as Rhode Island, and 
prior to the fateful year of 1219, when continual gales lashed the North Sea into it, it 
was a section of melancholy marshes interspersed with dry, hard land dotted with 
hundreds of towns and villages. When the sea swept in thousands of lives were lost. 

The Zuyder Zee, however, was not made a permanent resting place for the salt 
waters until 1410, when the sea broke in again, scouring out the region and leaving 
it practically as it stands today.. 

The greatest floods in the subsequent history of Holland, occurring in 1553, 1717, 
1856, 1876 and the present one, all had their inception at the Zuyder Zee. The gales 
sweep the water into the bay, where it is lashed into fury with no outlet except through 
the dykes.

The attack on the dykes along 
the coast wall is spread evenly, so that no one point receives all the force, and this 
is what will be accomplished for the dykes of the Zuyder Zee when they are moved 
out — North Sea.

Discussing the problems of the busi- 
ness woman, a well-known Atlanta 
woman interested in city mission 


work stated: 

Modern industrial life has thrust a large 

r cent of women into the business world. 

his is inevitable, since 60 per cent of the 
wage-earning men of the United States do 
not make a sufficient wage to maintain 
their families. Their sons and daughters 
must go out to support themselves, and 
even to help in the upkeep of the family. 
As the result of this condition, 59 per cent 
of the young women in the United States, 
between the ages of 16 and 25 are thrust 
into the business world. It goes without 
saying that it is not always voluntary, 
and that men do not thrust their daugh- 
ters into the business world out of cruelty 
or lack of love. It simply means that our 
economic condition is such that the woman 
must bear her part of the financial burden. 
Investigation shows that 90 per cent of these 
women return some portion of their moneys 
to the upkeep of the family. 

Unskilled Workers. 

“Many of these young women that go 
into the business world are unskilled. They 
are not of much money value to the busi- 
ness firms during the first period of service. 
The Woman's Missionary council has found 
in a number of places that a boarding 
home, with social and moral surroundings 
and a religious atmosphere, is necessary 
for the protection of these very young 
girls. As a result, homes on a co-operative 
plan have been developed.“ 


Men Help Work. 

At Waco, Texas, the Rebecca Sparks 
home is an enterprise, conducted by 
the Methodist women. At Houston, 
Texas, a magnificent plant, valued at 
$50,000, has been built by the business 
men of the community, and delivered 
to the Methodist women for manage- 


ment. At San Francisco, Cal., Mrs. 
IL. H. Glide built and deeded to the 


jf 
Woman’s Missionary council the beau- 
tiful Mary Elisabeth Inn, which pro- 
vides for 107 girls, and is valued at 
$145,000. 

In 1915 the Methodist women provid- 
ed homes for 706 women. This ts in 
no sense a charity, since the girl bears 
the cost of her living. It ts a pre- 
ventive work, in that the young life 
is so environed as to protect them from 
evils which so easily beset the young 
and inexperienced. Every form of en- 
deavor which makes life worth while, 
protects from evil, and reconstructs 
or inspires, is a part of God’s great 
program when he made man his broth- 
er’s keeper.

CHIEF URGES PLANTERS 
TO RAISE MORE CATTLE 


Crop Diversification, Rota- 
tion and Live Stock Will 
Bring About Rejuvenation 
of the Soil, With Added 
Wealth, Says Dr. Nighbert. 


By R. E. White. 
While the bankers are juggling with 


stocks and bonds, warrants and divi- 
dends; the merchants with goods and 
credit: the cotton brokers struggling 
with the overflow of last year’s un- 
marketed crop, and the rest of us with 
the various problems which meet us 
from day to day, there is a man who 
sits in his office in the federal build- 
ing, laboring, from nine to four daily, 
to raise the agricultural standard of 
Georgia and place the state’s farmers 
on a breader and higher and an “easier 
plane. That is to say, he sits in his 
office a part of the time; the rest of 
it he spends in the fields and on the 
farms, studying conditions, the prog- 
ress of his work, and teaching the 
farmers at first-hand. 

He is Dr. E. M. Nighbert, inspector 
in charge of the Atlanta office of the 
bureau of animal industry of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture. 

Dr. Nighbert is a conscientious man 
in his work, as is also Dr. Peter F. 
Bahnsen, state veterinarian of the 
Georgia state department of agricul- 
ture, with whom and which the federal 
bureau is co-operating. He wants to 
help the people of Georgia and the south. 
He is a hard worker, an intelligent, 


what he is about. His hobby is live 
stock, and he says the farmers of Geor- 
gia are overlooking their first best 
opportunity to grow rich and indepen- 
dent by neglecting the culture of cat- 
tle and giving up so much of their 
time and acres to cotton. 
Believes in Diversification. 

He is a believer, heart and soul, in 
diversification, is Dr. Nighbert; and he 
has been in Georgia for Uncle Sam 
long enough to have a pretty clear 
understanding of the conditions rural 
here, and of the farmers’. needs. Cot- 
ton, of course, is a staple crop with 


our farmers, he admits: Sut he argues 
that were more care given live stock, | 
especially cattle—which would mean 
the growing of a greater acreage of 
corn and other feed stuffs—the farm- 
ers would speedily reap untold gains 
in a variety of ways. For instance, 
with their land producing part 8 
part corn, he holds, the cotton woul 
pay for the corn and the corn—convert- 
ed into beef—would be “velvet;” the 
land would become enriched through 
crop rotation and through the inci- 
dental and natural fertilization, and 
more produttive; the farmers would al- 
ways have something to sell to bring 
them a steady income, properly han- 
dling their herds. These are a few 
of the ways in which the farmers would 
be directly and immediately benefited 
by turning their attention more direct- 
ly toward cattle and corn and “easing 
off“ on cotton. 

As to the state in general, Dr. Nigh- 
bert points out that, old as it is, it is 
new. Its resources, he says, have not 
begun to be developed to their capacity. 
While forty per cent of the state, he 
says, is under cultivation and has been 
cropped to the point of impoverishment 
—until artificial fertilization is a ne- 
cessity—the remaining sixty per cent 
of the acreage is untilled and virgin 
and non-producing. And every foot 
of this idle acreage, he holds, could 
easily, and will eventually, be made 
revenue-producing through the growth 
of the cattle business. it will require 
time, he says, to get this land tnto its 
fullest use, because much of it has 2 
be cleared and brought to a foragé- 
producing state; but he says the greater 
part of it can be made to produce do- 
mestic crops of corn and grass and oth- 
er tame forage crops, and every foot of 
it can be made to contribute toward the 
maintenance of a cow-brute. And beef 
and mik and cheese and butter and 
hides—even hoofs and horns and hair— 
are worth money in the market. 


Makes War on Ticks. 


This line of educational work is what 
Uncle Sam is broadly engaged in in 
Georgia, through Dr. Nighbert: but just 
at this time he is immediately con- 
cerned more directly in a war against 
disease among the cattle of the state— 
the disease known as lenetic fever, 
which is transmitted by the cattle tick. 
When he came here, about ten years 
ago, this disease threatened the total 
destruction of the cattle business 
throughout the south, and it had an 
alarming foothold in Georgia. Because

“This movement to eradicate ticks in 
Georgia is one of farm improvement, 
giving the people an opportunity to 
gradually improve and maintain more 
and better cattle on the farm. It 
means an opportunity. to produce a 
home supply of beef and butter; it 
means an opportunity to improve the 
soil permanently and market farm 
forage and pasture grasses by means 
of cattle; and the extermination of cat- 
tle ticks means the freeing of the 
State of a serious disease, which has 
hindered and menaced the cattle in- 
dustry for centuries. 

‘The work of the department in its 
battle against ticks has been in prog- 
ress in orgia since 1906, from year 
to year, and has resulted to date in 
more than one-third of the jobs being 
now completed; and at this time the 
work, in one phase or another, is be- 
ing extended in every remaining county | 
in the state. I predict that with con- 
tinued effort and with continued help, 
co-operation and support, such as we 
have had, within five years the cattle | 
fever tick will have become a thing of 
the past in the state of Georgia. 

We have demonstrated that the ar- 
senical bath, applied to cattle by means 
of the dipping vat, regularly every 
fourteen days, twelve to fourteen times 
consecutively, eradicates ticks for all 
time, and that will prove to be an 
everlasting benefit to the state. It is 
only a question of time, therefore, when 
Georgia may take rank among the 
foremost cattle-producing states of the 
union, in point of numbers, freedom 
from disease, and purity of strain: This 
last, of course, is simply a matter of 
breeding. The improvement of strain 
will come easily and naturally, once 
the farmers become awakened thor- 
oughly to the benefit to be derived 
from cattle-culture, and the keeping 
of their herds free from disease. 

“We are working the best we know 
how to this end, and the farmers of 
Georgia are responding splendidly.”

“When we reached Augusta,” he 
stated Saturday, “we found fully five 
hundred houses in flames. We could 
see the fire twenty miles before we 
reached the city. Hot? Well, if the 
lower regions are any hotter, ice would 
boil. Twice Chief Pressley had to 
rush to a fire hydrant, with his face 
and hands wrapped in wet cloths,’ and 
cut the ho n two to keep our en- 
gines from burning up. There was no 
time to disconnect the hose. 

“In a cotton warehouse we found a 
steel door closed, and they told us not | 
to break it down, as the cotton in the | 
adjoining warehouse was safe. Chief 
Pressley knew better, for the steel 
door was red hot. Well, we cut the 
door and found the cotton in a blaze. 
By quick work we put the fire out and 
then rolled the burned bales into the 
street. That saved thousands of bales 
which would have been destroyed. 

“I saw a concrete building on fire. 
and it was so hot that the steel frame 
curled and twisted and the whole thing 
tumbled down like a pack of cards. 

“In some places in the residence seu- 
tion there was no water and when our 
engines tried to pump, the hose just 
folded up. | 

The great trouble was the overhead | 
wires. The poles burned and fell and | 
the streets were masses of twisted 
wires. Of course, the current was cut 
off, but the wires blocked the streets 
so the fire apparatus could not move | 
about. The gas was cut off and in 
stores where the pipe had burst great 
columns of gas flames shot fifty feet 
into the air. It was a grand sight, if 
it was terrible.”
